Eisenhower Wins 
With A Landslide 


The biggest vote 
history swept Dwight, D. Eisen- 
hower into the presidency Tuesday 
with a tissue thin Republican mar- 
gin in the House and a slim chance 
at control of the Senate. 

President Truman immediately 
invited the 62-year-old President- 


elect to a White House meeting to, 


give him a running-start on the 
tremendous task of bringing a new 
administration into power for the 
first time in 20 years. 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
registered voters in Palm Beach 
county went to the polls Tuesday 
and cast their ballots in the na- 
tional, state and county elections. 
Out of 54,893 registered voters in 
Palm Beach county a total of 
41,227 took time out to exercise 
their right of franchise. 

East Coast polling places were 
crowded all day long. In the Lake 
Region voters seemed to go in 
steady streams to the polls but at 


` no timé in Pahokee or Canal Point 


was their a jam at the polls. 

Interest, of course, centered 
around the presidential race and a 
column of figures elsewhere shows 
how the Everglades precincts vot- 
ed in the Eisenhower-Stevenson 
race. The general carried the 
Glades by & small majority. 

The Eisenhower tide that swept 
Florida carried six GOP candidates 
into the state Legislature. today 
and threatened to send a Republi- 
can to Congress for the first time 
Since Re-construction Days. 

In ‘the First Congressional Dis- 
trict, Democrat Courtney Campbell 
of Clearwater Beach held an in- 
decisive 1,033-vote lead over Re- 


publican William C. Cramer of! 


St. Petersburg. The outcome ap- 
parently hinges on the counting of 


some 8,000 votes tomorrow and

Ten days of fair weather follow- 
ling one of the .wettest Octobers 
| experienced by Glades vegetable 
growers ` in the Pahokee-Canal 
Point area has averted a flood 
threat so widespread and serious 
that the whole Glades area was 
teetering-on the brink of a,major 
disaster, according to Robert F. 
Chamberlain, ‘local drainage dis- 
trict secretary. 

Records at Chamberlain's offices 
in Canal Point show that rains fell 
in this area 23 days out of 31 in 
October, the total rainfall for the 
imonth rariging at the various 
gauges from 13.81 to 16.31 inches 

Growers have been operating 
their drainage pumps at full ca- 
pacity around the clock since the 
afternoon of Oct.-6 when a cloud- 
burst dumped more than four 
inches of water in this area over a 
two-hour period. From that after- 
noon on it rained practically 
every day until Oct. 28. 

On that date, which marked a 
break from rainy. to fair weather, 
Lake Okeechobee had reached a 
level so high it was unable to ef- 
feetively receiye additional flood 
weters from adjacent farm lands. 
The West Palm Beach Canal was 
* overfolwing across SR 716 at sev- 


eral points between Canal Point 
and Twenty mile Bend and all oth- 


er drainage facilities built to cope 
with flood waters in the Glades 
were strained to. the’ breaking 
point. 

Luckily for residents of, the 
Glades the stationary northeast 
front that caused such heavy rain- 
fall in Dade and Broward Counties 
on Oct. 27 failed to affect this 
area, as only a very light rainfall 
was recorded on that date. Had 
that wet front decided to camp 
over Lake Okeechobee instead of 
Miami, one cannot estimate . the 
tremendous damage it would have 
done tò the entire Glades farm- 
ing and’ cattle industry, Chamber- 
lain said. Few persons fully realize 
what a close call to disaster we 
really had and we still need an- 
other week of dry weather before 
we will be in fairly good shape, he 
added. A 

Cool, dry, breezy weather has 
brought a remarkable change to 
this land of “quick come backs.” 
Tractors are once more busy pull- 
ing plows, discs and planters and, 
bélieve it or not, raising some dust 
in fields of muck that a week ago 
were little more than soggy bogs.

vesting crops planted before the 
October rainy spell began is the 
most remarkable feature of the 
whole flood picture. The harvest 
of beans on a limited scale has 
been under way for a week, with 
the quality and yield improving 
every day, and Joe Hatton and 
Sons started the harvest of a light 
fall crop of sweet corn Tuesday 
of this week. 

It is true there were many fields 
completely wiped out by the ex- 
cessive rains, but how crops which 
had half a chance were able to 
keep growing under almost con- 
tinuous flood conditions is a mys- 
tery even to those who have grown 
vegetables here since the pioneer 
days. H. L. Speer of Pahokze, as- 
sistant County Agricultural Agent, 
is of the opinion ‘the continuous 
cloudy skies protected the plants 
from scalding and they adapted 
themselves to the water-soaked 
soil by developing a root system 
very Near to the top of the ground. 
“Hot, bright sunshine following 
heavy rains is always distruct., * 
to.crops, but werdidn’t sse much 
of the sun in October,” he ob- 
served.
